men forced an entrance to his home.

A gaping wound near the bandit's 


heart told the story. 
In his pocket 


was a large calibre revolver while a 
high powered rifle and a pump shot- 
gun were found in the car. 


The man,

used to manual labor, rented the gar- 
age about a week 
before, the mint 


robbery occurred. When the new ten 
ant did not pay his rent the owners 
investigated.

A layman who sets out to calculate the calories in 


his victuals reminds me of the unhappy schoolboy 
racking his brain over the problem, "It" one man can 
do a certain piece of work in 3',i days, how manv 
men will it to take to complete tho work in ll'i! 
days?" and never remembering to make an allow- 
ance for the time devoted to conversation, borrow- 
ing tobacco and keeping out of each other's way. 
Algebra is an exact science which is of no practi- 
cal j>se to anybody as far as 1 have ever been able 
to discover. Possibly it serves a purpose in some 
profession, but I mean mere people. Now one mielit 
say much the same thing about calculating tlie 
calories. This is a matter of academic importance 
perhaps essential in certain scientific experiments 
but when it comes to the attempt to count the cal- 
ories in your breakfast or dinner, or even the cal 
ories in your tidbits or knickknaeks. why, you mis'1* 
just as well try to count the miles you gain by add- 
ing: all the gas saving contrivances to your car.
